The  statistics  on  the  whole  are  good,  and  show  no  marked 
deterioration,  althr-vh  there  is  an  increase  in  the  Death  Hate 
from  12 * 3  to  13  per  1000  persons  living.  Of  the  total  deaths 
43  per  cent,  accrued  in  persons  aged  6?  years  and  over. 

There  is  no  evidence  of  unusual  ill-health  or  disease  in 
the  community,  nor  of  ar.y  increase  in  the  sickness  rate,  but  there 
is  little  doubt  that  war  stresses,  after  four  years,  are  producing 
signs  of  fatigue.  This  is  to  be  anticipated  and  is  neither 
alarming,  nor  surprising. 

Birtbj. 

The  number  of  births  recorded  has  again  increased.  There 
were  754,  which  is  the  highest  number  recorded  since  1920  when 
there  were  733  births.  Between  these  two  periods,  viz.  1920  and 
1943,  the  lowest  recorded  number  of  births  in  any  year  was  in  1933*  • 
when  the  figure  was  396.  Particulars  of  the  births  and  birth 

rates  for  the  last  10  years  are  shown  on  page  6. 

Infant 1 le  Mortality . 

There  were  35  deaths  of  children  under  one  year  of  age,  of 
which  2o  occurred  within  four  weeks  after  birth,  and  of  this 
number  14  occurred  within  the  first  week  after  birth.  The 
infant  mortality  rate,  which  is  46,  shows  a  considerable  decrease 
in  the  rate  for  1942  when  it  was  63*  The  reduction  is  chiefly 
due  to  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  infections  of  the 
lung  and  bowel,  but  there  is  also  a  reduction  in  the  number  of 
deaths  due  to  premature  birth  and  other  conditions  operating  before 
or  at  birth. 

Deaths. 

There  were  445  deaths,  giving  a  Death  iate  of  13  per 
1,000  persons  living,  as  compared  with  12,3  in  1942.

Fhe  Council  adopted  the  recommendations  of  the  Rushcliffe 
Report  with  regard  to  salaries  and  conditions  of  service  for  Health 
Visitors  and  staff  attached  to  War-time  Nurseries. 

Ante -natal  Treatment . 

Two  ante-natal  centres  were  opened  towards  the  end  of  the  year 
one  at  St. Bart’s  Hospital,  Rochester,  where  a  section  of  the  Cut- 
Patients’  Department  is  made  available  at  a  specified  time  on  one 
day  each  week,  and  the  other  at  Gtrood  Institution  1st  Aid  Post  when 
weekly  sessions  are  held.  St. Bart’s  clinic  was  opened  on 

November  3-rd,  and  Strood  Institution  clinic  on  December  ‘/bh,  19^3* 

These  ante-natal  clinics  supplement  the  scheme  whereby 
expectant  mothers  may  receive  ante— natal  treatment  from  their  own 
general  practitioners,  the  fees  being  paid  by  Rochester  Corporation. 

The  Council  decided  that  accessory  food  factors  such  as 
vitamins,  calcium  and  iron  preparations  would  be  made  available  at 
the  ante-natal  clinics  free  of*  cost  in  cases  where  their  supply  was 
indicated  for  the  expectant  mother. 

It  is  hoped  by  the  provision  of  the  two  ante-natal  clinics  to 
relieve  the  pressure  on  the  ante-natal  clinic  at  the  County  Hospital 
Chatham,  where  a  considerable  number  of  Rochester  patients  are 
admitted  for  their  confinement.  Complicated  cases,  which  are  to  be 
admitted  to  the  County  Hospital  will  continue  to  have  their  ante-na'c 
care  at  that  Hospital,  but  the  anus-natal  care  of  normal  cases  booke 
for  admission  to  the  County  Hospital,  will  be  carried  out  at 
lochester  ante-matal  clinics. 


Child  Guidance  Clinic  . 

The  Kent  County  Council  proposed  to  establish  a  Child  Guidance 
Clinic  in  the.  Medway  Towns,  and  Rochester  Corporation  agreed  to  sene 
children  requiring  this  form  of  treatment  to  the  clinic  as  soon  as 
it  became  operative. 

Orthoptic  Treatment. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  children  who  required  orthoptic 
treatment  had  to  attend  at  the  Ophthalmic  Hospital,  Maidstone,  but 
in  the  latter  part  of  the  year,  Gt.Bart’s  Hospital  established  a 
clinic  to  which  the  Council  decided  to  refer  all  children  requiring 
such  treatment. 

Care  of  Illegitimate  children. 

"The  Council  gave  consideration  to  the  question  of  financial 
assistance  to  the  Moral  Welfare  Association  of  the  Rochester  Diocesa 
Society,  and  it  was  decided  to  help  in  all  cases  where  the  circum¬ 
stances  warranted  it.  The  Moral  Welfare  Association  also  indicated 
that  it  was  their  intention  to  open  a  Home  for  unmarried  mothers  in 
Chatham,  and  hoped  to  put  this  Home  into  use  some  time  in  VjAA, 

Later  in  the  year,  there  was  a  Conference  at  Maidstone  between 
representatives  of  the  Kent  County  Council  and  autonomous  welfare 
authorities  in  the  County,  when  this  question  was  considered  in 
relation  to  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  2866.  The  recommendatio 

which  were  made  as  a  result  of  this  meeting  received  the  full  supper 
of  the  Council. 

WAR- TIMR  NURRH 

The  War-time  Nurseries  at  Gun  Lane,<3trood,  and  Tairmount., 
Rochester,  were  extended  during  the  year,  30  additional  places  being 
provided  in  Gt-rood  Nursery  and  ^0  in  Rochester  Nursery.  Gtrood

Measles. 

Measles  which  had  been  prevalent  in  1942  reached  its 
epidemic  peak  in  January  and  x^ebruary  1943?  after  which  there  was 
a  gradual  but  continuous  decrease.  No  case  was  notified  after 
September.  The  total  number  of  notifications  was  33^?  and  there 
were  no  deaths. 


Respiratory  Infections. 

Respiratory  infections  of  an  influenzal  type  became  very 
prevalent  in  the  last  two  months  of  the  year.  The  medical 
practitioners  in  the  area  were  hard  pressed  to  cp pe  with  the 
amount  of  sickness  in  the  area,  and  as  a  resultja  Circular  received 
from  the  Ministry  of  Health  (2o97)?  arrangements  were  made  whereby 
additional  medical  assistance  could  be  called  for  from  Service 
sources.  The  Council  also  agreed,  should  it  become  necessary, 
for  Medical  Officers  and  Nurses  in  their  employ,  to  be  seconded 
to  assist  in  any  serious  development.  Fortunately,  it  was  only 
necessary  to  call  for  assistance  from  Service  sources,  and  1  wish 
to  express  ray  appreciation  of  the  help  and  co-operation  received 
from  Col. Tibbs,  the  A.B.M.S.  of  the  area. 

pneumonia. 

Thirty  three  cases  were  notified.  There  were  seventeen 
deaths. 


Diphtheria . 

There  were  five  notified  cases.  More  children  are  being 
immunised  and  it  is  estimated  that  on  December  31s't'?  1-943? 
approximately  49  percent  of  child ren  in  the  area  had  been 
immunised.  1273  children  were  immunised  during;  the  year. 

Scabies . 

There  were  497  persons  treated  for  Scabies  at  the  Cleansing 
Stations,  as  compared  with  273  in  1942.  This  increase  in  the 
numbers  treated  does  not  necessarily  mean  an  increase  in 
prevalence  of  the  disease.  Indeed,  as  far  as  can  be  judged,  there] 
is  less  infestation  in  the  area.  The  value  of  the  treatment  and 
its  short  duration,  with  a  minimum  of  inconvenience,  are  probably 
the  reasons  for  the  increase  in  the  numbers  attending  for  treat¬ 
ment. 


Hos pital  treatment  for  Small- pox. 

A  joint  hospital  scheme  to  deal  with  Small-pox  was  decided 
upon.  The  arrangement  is  that  20  beds  will  be  provided  at, 
Dislingbury  Hospital  by  the  Kent  County  Council,  and  admissions 
to  this  Hospital  will  be  made  through  the  Medical  Officer  of  tne 
Kent  County  Council.

CHIEF  SANITARY  IRS  PIC TOR’S  ANNUAL  REPORT. 


To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the  City  of  Roche s ter . 

Your  Worship  &  Gentlemen: 

I  beg  to  submit  my  fifth  Annual  Report  on  the  sanitary 
inspection  of  the  City. 

In  the  interests  of  strict  economy,  the  report  is  an  interim 
one,  but  all  records  have  been  maintained  for  the  compilation  of  a 
full  report  after  the  termination  of  the  War. 

COMPLAINTS. 

680  complaints  were  received  from  householders  and  others 

iduring  the  year  as  compared  with  637  in  1942  and  589  in  1941. 

| All  received  prompt  attention  and  the  necessary  action  was  taken  to 

secure  the  abatement  of  the  nuisances  found,  in  spite  of  the  fact 

that  the  Inspectorial  staff  has  been  depleted  since  the  outbreak  of 

the  War  by  the  calling  up  to  H.M.  Forces  of  two  members  of  the  staff. 

*■ 

SANITARY  IMPROVEMENTS . 

Repairs  and  improvements  to  the  total  of  695  were  effected 
under  the  Inspectors’  direction  and  supervision  throughout  the  year, 
as  compared  with  908  during  1948.  Fuller  details  of  the  various 
kinds  of  repairs  etc.  will  be  dealt  with  in  the  report  to  be  pre¬ 
pared  after  the  War. 

HOUSING  ACT,  1956. 

Nos.  1,  3,  5,  7,  9  &  11  Albert  Place,  Station  Road,  Strood.  and 
[Nos.  1  &  2  St.  Clements  Lane,  Rochester  were  demolished  during  the 
[year.  These  houses  were  the  subject  of  Demolition  Orders  made 
[under  the  Housing  Act,  1936  and  which  became  operative  on  14/2/39 
[and  13/2/38  respectively. 

A  Demolition, order  respecting  114  Frindsbury  Road,  Frindsbury 
[was  made  during  the  year  under  report. 

CESSPOOL  EMPTYING. 

2347  loads  were  pumped  from  cesspools  in  the  City  as  against 
11631  loads  in  1942. 

VERMINOUS  DWELLINGS. 

206  rooms  in  71  dwellings  were  subjected  to  disinfestation 
[treatment  for  the  destruction  of  vermin.  In  three  instances  the 
[premises  were  subjected  to  Hydrogen  Cyanide  treatment,  whilst  the 
[remainder  were  thoroughly  sprayod  with  insecticide  followed  by 
[intensive  sulphur  dioxide  fumigation. 

1  FOOD  INSPECTION . 

1261  visits  were  paid  by  the  Inspectors  to  various  premises 
[associated  with  the  sale  and  production  of  food.  Of  this  number 
1991  were  visits  to  Government  Slaughterhouses  in  the  City  for  the 
[purpose  of  examining  carcases  etc.  at  the  time  of  slaughter. 

'  The  number  of  carcases  etc.  examined  during  the  year  was  6371 
as  against  7770  in  1942,  and  the  following  list  of  food,  which 
weighed  12  tons,  13  cwt .  2  qrs.  16  lbs., was  found  to  be  diseased 
or  unsound : -

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MILK. 

100  visits  wore  paid  to  the  4  cowkeeper s '  premises  and  17 
retail  dairies  in  the  City  throughout  the  year  for  the  purpose  of 
routine  inspection  and  taking  of  milk  samples. 

There  are  95  shopkeepers  registered  as  retailers  of  milk  in 
sealed  bottles,  but  of  this  number  46  only  are  actually  selling 
the  commodity  owing  to  the  restriction  on  supplies. 

BACTERIOLOGICAL  TESTS. 

Milk. 


6  samples  of  Tuberculin  Tested  (Certified)  Milk  and  13  of 
Accredited  Milk  were  taken  from  producers'  premises  in  the  area 
and  submitted  to  the  County  Bacteriologist  for  examination. 

The  samples  of  Tuberculin  Tested  and  7  of  the  Accredited  milk 
satisfied  the  prescribed  tests  under  the  Milk  (Special  resignations) 
Order,  1936,  whilst  6  of  the  Accredited  milks  were  below  the 
standard . 

2  samples  of  milk  supplied  to  the  schools  were  also  found, 
upon  bacteriological  examination,  to  be  satisfactory. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  samples  of  mixed  milk  were  taken 
from  the  herds  for  the  detection  of  the  presence  of  Tuberculosis 
among  cattle.  In  each  case  the  biological  test  carried  out  at  the 
County  Laboratory  proved  there  to  be  no  evidence  of  Tuberculosis  in 
the  milk  submitted.

Water . 


86  samples  of  drinking  water  and  10  of  swimming  bath  water 
were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  and  chemical 
analysis  during  the  year.  Of  this  number  25  samples  were  taken 
from  storage  tanks  and  3  from  shallow  wells  in  the  ares.  The 
results  of  the  examinations  will  be  found  In  the  report  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health. 


BAKEHOUSES. 

17  visits  were  paid  to  the  bakehouses  on  the  register  and 
the  premises  proved  upon  inspection  to  be  kept  in  a  satisfactory 

condition. 

FRIED  FISH  SHOPS. 

There  are  19  premises  on.  the  register  of  fish  fryers,  but  of 
this  number  only  9  were  conducting  business  at  the  end  of  1943. 

Periodic  inspections  proved  them  to  be  conducted  in  a 
satisfactory  manner  and  in  only  a  few  instances  was  it  necessary 
to  draw  attention  for  greater  care  in  the  cleansing  of  equipment  etc. 

FOOD  &  DRUG  SAMPLING,  1945. 

131  samples  were  taken  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst 
for  analysis  under  the  Food  &  Drugs  Act,  1938.  His  reports  are 
summarised  overleaf.

COMMON  LODGING  HOUSE. 

The  one  registered  premises  in  the  City  was  closed  in 
March,  1943  owing  to  change  of  tenancy.  The  new  tenant  decided 
not  to  apply  for  registration  and  the  House  was  accordingly 
removed  from  the  Register. 


DISINFECTION. 

270  rooms  were  disinfected  by  formaldehyde  fumigation  after 
infectious  disease.  This  number  includes  38  rooms  disinfected 
after  removal  or  deaths  of  cases  of  Tuberculosis.
